Rosetta Genomics Ltd. (the Assignee of the above-noted 
U.S. patent application) is a small biotechnology company, 
engaged in the discovery of novel oligonucleotides associated 
with various disease-states, said oligonucleotides may be useful 
for development of next generation genomic-based therapeutics and 
diagnostics.
